Franken saves point

“It has not yet been 
decided whether the 
match will be played 
elsewhere in Ger- 
many,” a DEB spokes- 
man said. ‘But the

Earlier this month, an 
18-year-old fan was kil- 
led and a 23 year old 
was shot in the stomach 
when Leipzig police 
opened fire after hooli- 
gans rampaged through 
the city centre. 

The match on 
November 21 was due 
to be the last East-West 
Germany soccer game 
before the two soccer 
federations merge 
following German 
political unification on 
October 3. 

It was also billed as a 
tribute to German 
World Cup winning 
coach Franz Becken- 
bauer, 

The Frankfurt-based 
DBB said Germany's 
interior minister 

Rudolf Krause and 
Leipzig city security 
official Hans Oberhard 
Gemkow had called for 
the cancellation at the 
Leipzig meeting be- 
cause of recent violence 
and the lack of neces- 
sary facilities at the ci- 
ty’s stadium. 

Police in the former 
Communist state are not 


as experienced in deal- 


ing with hooligans as 
their West German 
counterparts. 

“The decision does 
not mean soccer is. giv- 
ing in to violence,” the 
DFB said in a state- 
ment. “It is just an in- 
evitable result of an 
unusual security situa- 
tion.” 

German soccer chiefs 
are worried their clubs 
could be barred from 
European competition 
because of increasing 
German hooliganism at 
home and abroad.

The best news to 
emerge from the World 
Cup finals was that 
Rene Higuita will not 
be changing his flam- 
boyant ways. 

One of the few play- 
ers to bring a modicum 
of fun to the general 
tedium of the games in 
Italy, the tragedy was 
that Colombia's goal- 
keeper was made to pay 
for his most eccentric 
moment. 

Tt came, as the whole 
world now knows, in 
the second round tie, 
against Cameroun 
when Higuita attemp- 
ted to upstage Roger 
Milla, coincidentally, 
one of the few other 
players to also enlight- 
en the finals with a 
smile as well as de- 
xterity. 

Under the eyes of the 
watching Neapolitan 
crowd, not to mention a 
vast global audience, 
Milla gained a decisive 
victory in the personal 
one-on-one conflict 


around the centre 
circle. 
“We wanted 


Higuita to come out 
dribbling” said Milla, 
“but I think he 
thought he was a better 
dribbler than I was. I 
had to show him who 
was best”. 

The sequel of Milla 
going on to shoot into 
an empty net was 
enough to make any 
goalkeeper decide on a 
more reserved 
approach in the future. 

Fortunately, not the 
25-year-old Higuita. 


True, he entered the 
press conference at the 
San Paulo Stadium 
looking a trifle sheep- 
ish, bemoaning, no 
doubt, the fact that the 
only reason his pre- 
sence had been deman- 
ded by the world media 
was that he had made 
what was to prove the 
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most apalling gaffe of 
the entire finals. 

It would surely have 
been preferable would 
it not for Higuita, had 
he strolled in following 
a sublime performance 
in the safe knowledge 
that the questioners 
would want extra in- 
formation on how he 
had reached this shot 
or that. 

Instead all they 
wanted to know was 
what possessed him to 
race more metres out of 
his penalty area, than is 
even the custom, to de- 
mand a return pass 
from Jose Perea. 

By obliging, the 
otherwise excellent 
sweeper was partly to 
blame. 

He could have swept 
the ball upfield but 
Colombia being Col- 
ombia, that was not his 
way or Higuita’s. 


Not for them the ex- 
pedient safe way out. 

Football is after all so 
much of an artform for 
these South Americans, 
that anything was bet- 
ter than the hurried 
boot to safety. 

So it was that 
Higuita took on Milla. 

I always play like 
that. It is my style but 
today it didn’t work”, 
he reflected. 

“Most of the time, 
things have turned out 
well and I work hard 
not to make mistakes 
but this time I made a 
mistake and I’m sorry. 
I don’t think I can 
change although this is 
a good experience for 
the future”. 

The bottom line may 
be just enough to make

name. 

He makes no secret 
at all that the chief 
reason is money.

Mr Thorne believes 
the sale of surplus 
Parklea land, and 
arrangements to begin 
a licenced club in ab- 
out 18 months time, 
will ultimately see the 
financial burden taken 
off the Federation’s 
clubs. 

“Sixty per cent of 
the Federation's land 
is being zoned as re- 
sidential, so the pro- 
ceeds of the develop- 
ment will give us a 
great boost.”

Former FIFA referee Donald Campbell, who 
has followed the NSL since its inception and is 
as avid a soccer fan as you'll find anywhere, 
echoes the sentiments of many when he says:

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Fans frightened by fracas 
at two Pelé turnouts

AUSTRALIAN Soc- 
cer Federation 
chairman John 
Constantine has 
refuted claims that 
his organisation 
was responsible 
for the mayhem 
that took place at 
the public appear- 
ances of world 
superstar Pelé in 
Sydney. 

The offices of the 
NSW Amateur Soccer 
Federation were 
flooded with com- 
plaints over the hand- 
ling of Pele’s appear- 
ance at the Sydney 
Football Stadium, 
prior to the dinner in 
his honour which was 
designed to raise funds 
for the Australian 
Olympic Games Fund. 

And, according to 
NSW Amateur general 
manager Cec Bucello: 
“We would have had 
a lot more (com- 
plaints), except for the 
fact that our telephone 
lines were completely 
jammed.” 

Mr Constantine was 
queried on any ASF 
involvement, following 
the public disquiet, 
which followed on con- 
cerns over safety and 
security at St George 
Stadium on the Satur- 
day night appearance 
of the soccer wizard. 

Mr Constantine 
said: “I was unim- 
pressed by the way 
things were conducted, 
and that was a first 
hand impression, be- 
cause I was at St 
George Stadium on 
Saturday night. 

“We were advised 
of the book launch by 
Weldon International, 
but as chairman of the 
ASF I did not receive 
an invitation to any 
function. 

“We thought it 
appropriate however 
to take a table at the 
Monday night dinner. 

“The whole affair 
was not ours, and I 
don’t see how any 
flack can be directed at 
us. 


“Certainly, when 
our promotions man is 
appointed, he won't be 
involved in book 
promotions.” 

Criticism was also 
directed at the ASF for 
bidding $3,000 for 
some Pelé memor- 
abilia. 

Mr Constantine 
said: “Some low 
prices had been paid 
for the first articles. 

“I told Australian 
Olympic Federation 
secretary John Coates 
that things would have 
to be improved, and 
started bidding for a 
Pelé shirt at $3,000. 

“The item realised 
at least $8,000, and 
that wouldn't have 
happened had I not 
started things off. 

“If my bid had won 
out, I would have had

to put my hand in my 
own pocket, as it 
would not have been a 
responsibility of the 
Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

Australian Soccer 
Weekly received its 
share of complaints 
from the public over 
the handling of the two 
Pelé appearances at 
soccer events. 

A typical one was 
from Mrs Lorraine 
Cibilic, who was at St 
George. 

“People followed 
Pelé around the field. 
They brought him up 
into the stand, and 
then couldn't get him 
down to kick off. 

“I saw children 
fighting for air to 
breath in the crush. 

“The PA system 
could not be heard 
properly, and a lot of 
people were fright- 
ened. 

“We go everywhere 
to see soccer, but this 
time I have to say that 
those who stayed away 
were the lucky ones. 

“On top of that, 
people were standing 
in the aisles, and often 
you couldn’t see what 
‘was going on. 

“One other feature 
worth mentioning was 
the dirtiness of the 
grandstand seats. 

“Surely a hose 
could be put to them to 
clean them up.” 

A disgruntled parent 
from the Sutherland 
area added his voice, 
this time concerning 
the disorganisation at 
the Sydney Football 
Stadium. 

“Kids turned up in 
busloads and in cars 
from as far away as the 
Macarthur district, 
Penrith and the Cen- 
tral Coast. 

“They came early, 
and had to wait until 
7.15pm to hear the 
NSW Fire Brigade 
Band and see the 
marching girls. 

“Pelé appeared, 
there was no introduc- 
tions and pandemo- 
nium reigned as hun- 
dreds of kids left the 
seating to mob him. 

“He only stayed for

about six minutes and 
was off to the dinner. 

“The pre-event 
hype stated that the 
children would receive 
a drink and a McDo- 
nald’s voucher. No- 
thing of the sort hap-, 
pened. 

“I saw Rob Wheat- 
ley doing his best to 
organise matters, but 


what he could 
accomplish = was 
limited. 


“The video was at 
the northern end, 
where it was difficult 


to see. ‘ 


“My impression 
was that the whole 
exercise was a market- 
ing tool, and you could 
say no more for it than 
that.” 

So, even if it wasn’t 
the fault of the soccer 
administration, the 
public ended up with a 
nasty taste in its 
mouth, in place of the 
expected wholesome 
flavour that the pre- 
sence of the unmatch- 
ed Pelé should have 
engendered. 


Olympic seeking ground

GEORGE Pashalis 
is a man with a 
vision of an Olym- 
pic style complex 
in Sydney's south 
western suburbs.

Mark Francis kicking on 
in Colorado 


MARK Francis has 
never believed in 
keeping his talent at 
home. 


Since 1985 he has played 
and coached regularly in 
the south west of the United 
States, finding that hard 
work and dedication 
brings, in some cases, 
substantial rewards. 

The former Canberra 
City, Inter Monaro and 
Croatia Deakin defender 
played both indoor and 
outdoor soccer from his 
Colorado base, and has 
retained a lasting im- 
pression of the ruthless 
commercial attitudes used 
to market and promote the 
sport against the domin- 
ation of American football. 

Used to the “onehome- 
one-away” fixtures of 
traditional league com- 
petitions, he was originally - 
taken back at the appar- 
ently chaotic arrange- 
ments aimed at getting “the 
best product for the least 
cost”, 

“For instance, the 
organisers could see the 
value of local derbies from 
the point of view of 
promoting interest and 
rivalry,” he said, 

“So teams which were 
close to each other played 
each other more times than 
they did other teams. 

“Then there were ‘cross- 
over’ games with teams in 
other leagues — the results 
counted in your compet- 
ition even if your opponent 
‘was outside it.” 

Trying to compete for 
interest against the Denver 
Broncos American football 
team is a massive task. 

“The Broncos have a

65,000 capacity stadium. 
They only sell season 
tickets — it is impossible to 
just walk up to the gate and 
Pay to go in — and if you 
want a season ticket you 
have to go on a 13-year 
waiting list,” he said. 

“The Colorado Comets, 
who I played for, could 
bring in about 1000 people 
to their games, but if we 
‘were competing against the 
Broncos we would be lucky 
to get 50.” 

Francis said the outdoor 
game was played from May 
to August with indoor 
matches from November to 
March. 

In general, Americans 
prefered playing indoors 
because’ of the controlled 
environment and constant 
action. 

“We got knocked out of 
the divisional finals in a 
three-game series, losing 
the first game 6-4, then 
winning the second 10-9 in 
overtime and losing the 
third 11-10 in overtime.

“An established soccer 
coach with a good 
reputation can earn $60,000

All this is developing 
players with more tech- 
nique and skill than the 
average Australian “but 
tactically, they are still

POLICE in former East Germany are trying to get a grip on an unprecedented wave of far- 
right violence, after incidents at a football stadium that left one person dead and_nine 
wounded. 


Police used firearms 
when between 400 and 
500 soccer fans tried to 
force their way into 
Leipzig stadium two 
weeks ago, 

An 18-year-old man, 
identified by the police 
as Mike P., died after he 
was hit by a bullet. 

Police said they had 
been ringed by hooli- 
gans and attacked with 
iron bars and stones.

Television should 
not dictate to the foot- 
ball authorities and 
must not be allowed to 
manipulate the playing 
programme to suit 
their own schedules. 

That is the opinion 
of one of Europe’s 
most experienced and 
respected coaches, the 
Yugoslav-born 
Vujadin Boskov, the 
59-year-old chief of 
Italy's Sampdoria, cur- 
rent holders of the 
European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup. 

Boskov also has 
some explosive views: 
on the future of Euro- 
pean football, the 
spiralling transfer sys- 
tem and the increase in 
players’ earnings. 

His opinions carry a 
lot of authority for he 
was himself a world- 
class midfielder, cap- 
ped 58 times. 

Boskov played for 
three clubs in three 
countries and in 27 
years managed nine 
clubs in five countries, 
among them such 
famous outfits as -Real 
Madrid, Feyenoord, 
and now Sampdoria. 
He also led Yugosla- 
via’s national side. 


In this exclusive in- 
terview Boskov told 
me: “The advent of a 
European league will 
give the game an enor- 
mous boost.”” 

Ironically, Vujadin 
is in constant demand, 
especially by Italian 
television. 

For he is eloquent 
and his views are al- 
ways worth listening to 
and he doesn’t pull any 
punches. 

Joining the recent 
‘Great TV Debate’ 
was UEFA’s general 
secretary Gerhard 
Aigner who does not 
subscribe to the oft 
advanced argument 
that television could in 
future dictate the fix- 
ture programme. 

“Television provides 
an important source of 
income for all football, 
but will never become 
a ruling body,” he told 
World Soccer. 

“It is not in its in- 
terest to exercise con- 
trol over how the game 


is run and in any case, 


we are watching the 
situation closely. 

“Of course, it is be- 
coming increasingly 
difficult to arrange the 
transmissions, since so

many games are staged 
on the same day. Many 
clubs are now switch- 
ing their ties to Tues- 
day, or Thursday to 
avoid competing with 
TV on Wednesday, 
but that is plainly un- 
avoidable.” 

As to the movement 
of players when the 
European Common 
Market becomes fully 
integrated in 1992, 
Boskov is realistic. 

“The freedom of 
contract will inevitably 
lead to an even greater 
transfer activity. Of 
course, there will still 
be outrageous transfer 
fees paid. 

“But if any club is 
willing to fork out $18 
million, like Juventus 
did for Roberto Bag- 
gio, then good luck to 
them, 
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“Every footballer is 
worth whatever is 
offered for him. 

“But I wouldn’t pay 
that much for any 
player.” 

Is Boskov concerned 
that the wealthiest 
clubs will in time scoop 
Europe's richest 
talents? 

“No! The establish- 
ment of an elite of 
clubs with the best of 
the talent will produce 
such high standards 
that it will be good 
propaganda for the 
football. It will provide 
a yardstick for the 
others. 

“The stars should 
get what they can out 
of their clubs, the 
sponsors and 
advertising. 

“The market forces 
will determine what 
the player is worth in 
terms of wages.” 

It is interesting that 
Boskov leads a squad 
of highly-paid star 
footballers and that he 
was probably behind 
Sampdoria’s widely 
publicised, prepost- 
erously exaggerated 
valuation of $25 mil- 
lion on their in- 
ternational striker 
Gianluca Vialli.
